Dear &r. Burks, 

Your non-re sponsive answer to ray letter leaves me aghast and deeply 
apprehensive of the future of the man you serve. Perhaps it is illustrative of 
how this awful, incredible thing has come to pass in our country. 

First, it is in no way adequate to ssy I wrote "concerning the Warren 
Beport". I wrote about much more, said much more, whether or not you chose 
lio acknowledge this. 
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"This Report was prepared by a body of highly respected men and there 
is every reason to have confidence in their findings", you say," But what, therein, 
do you really say?

That the Dred Scott decision (and how msny others?) were— correct 
because it "was prepared byxa body of highly respected men" . 

That the Volstead Act (prohibition) wss right because it was "prepered 
by 3 body of highly respected men." 

That the agony of Galileo was earned because it, too, was ordains d 
"by s body of highly respected men". 

That the Nazi invasion of -olond was warranted, more, required, 
because this wee the conclusion of those no-leas "highly-respected men" 
appointed to another special commission by their government. 

If this is sn insufficient catelogua to convince you, please, do, sak 
that B lengthen it. 


For you, who work in that environment, to ssy that "This sport was 
prepared by a body of highly respected men" is shocking, for you know as you do 
that the day follows the night that never does such a "body”, ever prepare its 
report, do its own work. That is a physical impossibility. In the specific esse, 
you must also know that almost without exception, the members of the Commission 
had no time for its actual work, which they delegated to others. *his includes 
the drafting of the tt eport. And on this point, among other, I give you e direct 
challenge. I will prove to you, beyond shadow of doubt, in less then five minutes, 
that this ^eport does not contain the beliefs of the members. And I will do it 
with the official evidence not published, which I will put in your hands. More, 

I will show you that to make this possible, the most dishonest, if not criminal, 
destructions were required and were accomplished. If you find this herd to believe, 
then call what you may think is my bluff. 


1 will at that time elso show you that evidence was destroyed, where 
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where and when it was destroyed, by whom end by whose order, ‘‘Ms, also, with 
nothing but the suppressed official documentation. More, I v.ll, show you the 
nature of .'hat was destroyed. I can do this redundantly. If you fail to con- 
front me of this, then you are in the position of accenting it. If you thereafter 
ere silent, you must face what, inevitably, you will, includin - yourself. 

^ I am a blunt man, M r. Burke, and I give you no sugar-coating. T his 
is an affair that has had nothing but placebos. But not from me. As the 
administrative assistant of the now-sole surviving Kennedy, jpu bear Mb 
great responsibilities, as you do the country and yourself, it is up to you whether 
you accept them. Please believe me, if you do not, 1 will see to it that 
you do not escape th consequences of this decision. 


Shat I have promised to show you above is but a small part of what I 
can rut in your hands, that you can evaluate yourself. I select It because it 
is responsive to your abuse of my intelligence, your demeaning of the Senator, 
why-n you say the great are immune to error - and not another thing. 

However, 1 dox not limit what 1 offer to what addresses the integrity 
of the functioning of the Warren Commission staff. For further example, you being 
willing, will put in your hands, all properly sworn to by the official witnesses 
directly involved, absolutely irrefutable proof that the late President was shot 
other than as officially accounted for and in ways that preclude the possibility 
of that official accounting. He was not shot in the back: of tte head but in 
the top. e was not wounded in the thoracic ares by a perforating bullet that 
'{eft no fragments, for there are fragment - visible in the X-rays, lied about 
under oath by those testifying before the Warren Commission, ana, I will * 0 w 
to you in these still-existing X-reys. Any fragnentation in that area is, in 
itself, entirely destructive of not onkthe Beport but what, followed it. In the 
absence of the X-rsys, which have been repeatedly refused ms, I will prove 
this to you by the sworn, official evidence in my possession. Thereafter, I will 
produce for you one of the world's most-oualified/most-resnected forensic 
pathologists, who has already vslidiated what I report# to" you from tte evidence 
I will place in your hands. 


As I have told the “enatcr, I ask only the preservation of my confi- 
dence and, specifically, ask nothing personal of him - or of you. However, if 
you once take the minor trouble to look at this evidence, 1 will thereafter do 
what I can to help you v both) in what, inevitably, will be reouired of you. This, 
I am confident you will*sgree, involves crimes that have been committed. 


Mr. Burke, let me put this on a very personal levsl, for it is with 
-hat 1 will say that you will hsve to live, '^ou need not come up tore, although 
I am but an hour from your office. I will to in Washington next Wednesday, March 
5. In five to ten minutes I will describe to you what should be enough to satis- 
fy you that I am not overstating one bit. x ou can then phone this world-reknownsd 
forensic pathologist end further satisfy yourself. Thereafter, you can see what- 
ever I have that you may desire. In fairness to you, I tell you that 1 have already 
written a book setting this evidence forth, complete with the facsimile repro- 
duction of the cited official evidence, bo, it will, eventually, become public 
knowledge. The difference will be in the position in which the sole surviving 
Kennedy, the remainin brother, finds himself, and the positions of people like 
you, upon whom, inevitably, he depends for what he knows^and believes. Frank 
Rankle wicz was given an assignment by the late senator, ga failed it and the 
Senator did not survive it. I think you will not want to £>e In the position in 
which, before long, *rank ^enkiewiej^will recognize himself . At least you have 
not yet said "what difference does it make" if the President was murdered as the 
consequence of a conspiracy, did.
